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ITALIANS SEE A PASSION PLAY

GIVEN IN THIS CITY ON HOLY
THURSDAY EVENING

It na Been Traditional Performance in
Italy for Centnriet Heard hero With
Reverence Judas Soundly nitsed A
Prologue of Horned Fiends In fled

Several hundred prosperous looking
Italians saw a Passion play on the eve
of Good Friday at Manhattan Lyceum
in East Fourth street The title of the
play wu La Passione e Mart dl Qesu
Cristo

It was given for the first time in New
York perhaps for the first time in
country but the play has been a tradi-
tional performance on Holy Thursday In
Italy for centuries back to the tlmewben
the drama was in the hands of the Church
and used for teaching the New Testament
story

As given In Italy the Passion play some
times has odd and startling accompani-
ments Even a ballet is occasionally

and whatever the actors choose to
put into the play is accepted in good faith

Tradition however Is pretty rigidly
adhered to in the accompaniments of the
drama The audience at Manhattan
ceum accepted the whole thing in
faith and the men mostly smoked through-
the performance No drink however
oarae from the hard by

When the curtain first rose it was upon
the prologue a scene in which company
of homed fiends in red rose through the
floor from the traditional place of their
kind and danced about their infernal chief
while be announced with diabolical delight
the details of the tragedy about to te per
formed

After the fiend bad disappeared hell
ward amid rework and sulfurous amok
the play went on for six acts to the evident
satisfaction of a patient audience Coa-
pAa and his fellows first plotted the arrest
of Christ

They came richly dressed In Oriental
colors and spoke their lines for the most
part with tho effect of practised actors
A somewhat disturbing incident of the
play was the unbroken monotonous mumble
from the prompters box Just behind the
footlights whence now and again the
prompters arm was thrust in a sudden
access of eloquence

When Judas came In to bargain for the
betrayal of his Master he was received with
groans and hisses all over the house and-
a few enthusiasts were heard to mur
mur Ah Qiuda the son of a gun Wben
the bargain was struck and a fiend in red
entered to dance about Judas and follow
him off the itage with a hand on his shoulder
the business was received with applause
and exclamations of He got hunt lies
got him

Judas one of the beat of the
actors received applause only once and
that was when he paused in the midst of a
remorseful monologue to complain aloud-
to the audience that he could not speak
his lines for the disturbing noise behind
the scenes After that Judas was

no more and his reading of the
unpopular part was BO effective that he
received by way of reward a storm of
fervent hisses

Judas made a hit in the scene of the Last
Supper Christ here stood behind the
table in the traditional red blond hair
of many Italian pictures and two queer
little angels with wings like damaged
swimming bladders bobbed about on the
outskirts When the Master announced-
the coming betrayal one Disciple after
another inquired sadly Sono Io Sono
Io but Judo with a conscious look simply
bolted off the stage amid hisses and groans-
of approval

Rethsemane Wall shown with the sleeping
Disciples and Jesus kneeling at a sort of
red covered altar One of the little angels
presented to him the cross another the
cupThen

comes Judos with kiss of
The Roman soldiers fall to

ground twice at a word and a look from
the Muter but then find courage to solve

himSt
Ptttr old and bold draws his sword

and smiths the servant of the High Priest
to warm applause and then the Innocent
prisoner Is hurried from the stage XI

John with the traditional long dark hair
and gentle face pleads with the Scribes
in vain and then St Peter has a word with
them and receive the reward of vigorous
applause

Then came the trial before Pilaf and
the scourging In the latter scone Mary
MaaJaltnt come In with a dense mass of
hair streaming over her shoulders to pro-
test against the cruelty of the punishment

From that point the play proceeded
rapidly to the scene of Golgotha amid tIll
Increasing interest and attention of the
audience who eat for throb hours with no
signs of Impatience save when the watts
between were overlong It was not-

a peasant audience nor was It a very poor
audience but In spite of the fact that the
men smoked and the children slid on tho
sawdust floor between the sate the play

received with much the simple faith
and enioyment that characterizes the
Holy Thursday crowds In Italy

Nobody disturbed by the fact that
the background of the scenes In and about
Jerusalem showed an unmistakably
Egyptian foliage with the pyramids in the
distance and nobody wan offended to dis-

cover that the cone of the Lat Supper
